The course for the Mod I ail Corps 
j will be open lu Medical Students of 
I McGill University and shall consist of 
I Infantry and Medical Corps training 
distributed over a period of Iwo years. 
The object of. this course is to train 
cadets tip I» tlit» st.'t'iilard required 
for lieutenant's certificates. A prac- 
tical examination will be held in 
Squad and I 'la tpùn drill; Stretcher and 
Ambulance drill; Manila go and band- 
aging, applications of Improved. splints 
and map reading. I-Trst Aid iniin- 
ing will be given right from tho com- 
mencement, and tit tin- conclusion of 
tlio i ourse, about March Hist, of each 
year, cadets recommended by tin? of- 
fliers ill charge of Medical instruction)- 
will be tlllowc.d to sit for these exami- 
nations. 

The course in Artillery trnining — n.« 
well as the course in Cavalry training 
—will be open to all cadets who have 
been returned efficient at least once, 
and who have already applied for this 
training, subject to the limitation as to 
number. In future preference vt ill be 
given to those in possession of in - 
fantry lieutenant's certificates. 

The practical examination ia devid- 
ed into four parts, as follows: — (a) 
Command of a Section fit gin drill 
and during ranging: (b) Standing 
run drill; (c) Mechanism and Am- 
munition; (d) Horsemanship, fitting 
of harness and saddlery.

CONVENTION 

Jas. M. Packham Represented 
McGill Student Body 



AT MINNEAPOLIS 

Details of Meeting and Des- 
cription of Minnesota 
Building 



Th« Student* Unl°"«> or moat Uni- 
versities are sell -suimort ins, " N ™ s 
shown at the fourth conference ol the 
Aviation of Colle»? and University 
Unions hold last week at Minnesota 
Union, Minneapolis. 

The first business meeting or the 
Association lately look the form of 
a discussion and many points cspoci- 
ally interesting to the delegates from 
the Universities which were falsing 
money for Union Buildings. *cre dis- 
cussed. 

The meeting decided that the Sccre- 
tary-troasurer of the Association be 
paid $100.00 for his son-ices, and that 
he be granted an additional Î200.0 
for the purpose of making a tour of, 
other Universities which are not mem- 
hers of the- Association. 

It pointed out that it would be 
better if a permanent manager from 
ouch of the Unions attended the con- 
ventions as well as the Student presi- 
dent. The presence of the student 
president, was. however, strongly 
urged. Most of the college Unions in 
the United Stales have a permanent 
board of management in addition to 
the student president . 

It was decided to send letters to the 
principals of the various Universities 
represented, outlining fully the pro- 
gramme of the conventions, and the 
reasons why these meetings are called. 
It was believed that the University it- 
self should pay part ol the delegates- 
expenses. 

FACULTY MEMBERSHIP 

During the discussion 1t was brought 
but that In the majority of cases pro- 
vision was made for faculty member- 
ship of the Union. The Dining Room 
versus the Cafeteria system was dis- 
cussed and the Pining Room system 
seemed ID be in favour, as It would 
afford u means of giving employment 
to students who desired to work their 
ways through college. Repairs to the 
various Union Buildings seem to be 
made generally by means of a sinking 
J fund 

■ At the second meeting the question 
of deficits in Unions was discussed 
and it was found that in .the majority 
of cases the Unions were sell-support 
ing. In cases where they were not 
'.he Board of Governors of the Univer 
sity usually made up the loss. In 
a vast number of cases the University 
paid for the lighting: and heating of 
the building 

Rigid house rules are in force in 
most of the. buildings, and any infring 
ments of these are dealt with by the 
Students' Council 

It was decided to hold the next 
convention at Philadelphia, Fenn. 
following the invitation of the Houston 
Club of the University of Pennsylvania. 

A tour of inspection of the Union 
Building and an explanation of the 
dual management of departments oc- 
cupied the attention ol the delegates 
on the morning of the first cloy of the 
convention. A short description of 
the Minnesota Union fo'lows: 
MINNESOTA UNION 
- In the semi-basement of the Union 
are located the cafeteria and the kit- 
chen. The c -Ve.'iii large and well 
• ventilated, and is double-sided so that 
food may be selected from either side. 
The food is much along the same stylo 
as that served in the McGll! Union Cafe- 
teria. This department Is iii charge 
...of a matron who Is responsible to the 
.Board of Governors of the Union. 
The profits of the cafeteria go to the 
Bursar of the University and are held 
there till they are required by the 
Board of Governors. The kitchens 
aro thoroughly modern in every ros- 
,. .pect and a staff of about thirty women 
is employed for the various dutios of 
this department. In addition to the 
kitchen and cafeteria in the basement, 
there is a bakery and serving pantry 
on the third floor for the purpose of 
serving dinners and banquets. Every 
encouragement is givon the various 
student organizations to hold their 
dinners and luncheons In the Union. 
There Is also a small theatre in the 
. basement of the Union which at the 
present time is being used as a lec- 
ture room. On the main floor is a 
general assembly room which will ac- 
commodate 2,000 students. It-is used 
for . band concerts, musicales. ajid 
meetings. On this floor are to be 
found as well, a pool room, fountain 
room, general lounge room and bar- 
'■ • bor shop, the Athletic offices, some 
general offices, ■> smaller mooting 
room, and a students' wash room. 

A ball room with n. capacity of up 
to 400 dancing couples occupies the. 
third floor.. The dancing floor is co- 
vered with can vas when not in .me 
.thus assuring no damage to Its aur- 
.face. Tit'- table service in this room 
la done from Hie serving room on the 
same floor. Wood Is brought up froin 
the .catetoria on a dumb .waiter. A 
Keconci pool room containing four 
V tables is on this floor, as well as se- 
veral smaller rooms with accomoda-

Arc Love Marriages Suc- 
cessful? 



WORLD NEEDS LEADERS 

That the world is without adequate 
leadership, and that the governments 
of the world have lost touch with the 
Dcople, was the contention of President 
Nicholas Murray Butler in his nddreçs 
at the Thanksgiving services In St. 
Paul's Chapel at Columbia University. 

Dr. Butler further declared that 
the establishment of ditentorsliips in 
Europe was a sign that men were in. 
their hopelessness, over this paucity 
of leadership, turning to an ol,d instru- 
ment to help them solve their prob- 
lems. He praised the great men who 
were leaders of rnind and soul in the 
ape of Victoria, and deplored the ab- 
sence of men such as rhese to point 
the way to a solution of the world.'*/ 
problems today. 

"It is a troubled and broken world 
upon which we look out." he main- 
tained, and "we cannet conceal from 
ourselves the extent and the variety 
of its difficulties and its worries, it 
is easy to close one's eyes in indiffer- 
ence to hasten on, but this is unwise, 
unfair and unjusit." 

Continuing, President Butler decried 
that in this generation we have no 
great religious voice, .no great philo- 
sophic voice, no great poet's voice, 
to show us the way to a syl'Jïion of 
these grave problems . 

"There is a room in the National | Intelligence. 
Art Gallery in London to which I 
like to go whenever f feel depressed 
at the lack of leadership in this 
world of ours," said Dr. Butler. "I 
like to go and stand in the room 
where are gathered together, the 
leaders and the great captains of the 
rnind and the soul in the age of Vic- 
toria. It has been fashionable to 
say sharp things of the Victorian 
Age, hut stand, if you will, In that 
room; look up at those faces, and 
tell me where and when even in an- 
cient Greece and Koine or in prance, 
where there are so many human 
spirits of many sided capacity and 
leadership as look out on youV There 
are poets: Tennyson, Browning and 
Swinburne; there are statesmen: Dis- 
raeli and Gladstone: there are scien- 
tists: Huxley, Tynda.ll and Silencer; 
there are ecclesiastics: Newman and 
Manning.

The next speaker was Miss ll.irl 
who spoke 'against the resolution-she 
said it was not a question of the fail- 
ure of marriage, that there were many 
obstacles In the. way of love and it 
love were strong enough it would tri- 
umph over disillusions. She stated 
that the "marriage de convenance" a 
common practice in Franco, often end 
in divorce, since in this case there 
may not be mutual understanding. 

Miss Turner, the second speaker 
for the affirmative said in part that 
love marriages are romantic, and arc 
pood in theory and therefore ought 
to prove the happiest, but. by obset; 
ration and from information wo must 
conclude that the majority of marrl- 
a g Pf found.d on love a.lonr. end un- 
fortunately. The greater number of 
love marriages arc contracted when 
both parties arc very young and as 
thev grow older their ideals change; 
for' example a woman of twenty-five 
Would rarely -marry the man that 
she thought the "only one in the world 
at eighteen yours of age. If we ask 
ourselves what clans of people are 
the happiest wc see it is the middle 
class! the poor have too little and are 
miserable because of want, and the 
r jch have too mut* «P.<I «•> " r ' 1

Jump to a hasty con- 
clusion but take nil matters Into con- 
sideration. The speaker stressed first, 
the nnjustness of Germany's aggres- 
sion in 1914. Then, Germany was 
striving for financial and commercial 
supremacy,' and, he claimed, "a. conn- 
try should strive to predominate only 
by just , moans." 

Britain, ho pointed out. clearly saw 
the menace of Germany in the war'. 
She struggled sldo by side with France, 
through tho bloody turmoil and she 
sat side, by side with her al the. con- 
ference. Why then did she desert 
her now In tills moment of need'.' Be- 
cause she had nothing more to sain 
moreover, continued ÇnKgrain, a 
solemn treaty and pact had been 
Igned, providing that Germany was, 
to pay one hundred and llilrty.-t\vo 
millions of gold marks. It. was a con- 
tract with obligations and a. nation 
should stand by her signatures. 

What had France and the United 
Kingdom received since the war. 
Britain got the colonies arid the Marne, 
at a cost only of 2,000.000 men. What 
did France receive, with her lois of 
,000,000. and the devastation of. her 
whole northern territory? Nothing but 
few tons of coal occasionally, to 
keep her interested, was her quota, 
so far. 

Germany In 1871. had occupied France 
until the last cent had been paid. 
Moreover. he claimed. Germany's 
capacity to pay was infinite, and she 
could do so. it she only had .the nation- 
al pride and stimulus. Tho speaker 
gave figures, too, to show that pro- 
duction and Industry had actually been 
stabilized and even increased since 
France's occupation Jbf titc Knur.

Harold Frooihan, . who followed, 
spoke on the subject from the op- 
posite point of view. . Wc must not 
forget, he said in opening his address, 
that there is no more war and peace 
should prevail. Because Germany used 
foul means to attain her ends, docs 
this justify France pursuing a like 
policy ? It was ■ claimed, ho said, that 
Britain had less to lose than France. 
There is today In the United Kingdom 
over a million and a half unemployed, 
while Franco has merely a few thou- 
sand. Does this not justify Englands 
Interest In the economic settlement 
of Europe? Britain is the only one 
of tho belligerent nations who is pay- 
ing her debts ami she is doing so 
under stagnant conditions whilst, her 
international trade is ruined. Great 
Uiitaln and Italy, he clsimod had much 
to lose by the occupation. 

Germany's occupation had been tho 
reparation for the loss of life and 
destruction ol property. At the tlmo 
of the treaty, Dloyd George had to 
cater lo Iho olectlons, and so, amid the 
protests, of President Wilson. Clemen- 
ceau forced Germany to sign for throe 
limes the actual ainouiil.That this was 
not possible waa shown by the' resigns - 
•Don I of Keynes tho British economic 
expert .
